Forty iyeara ago the Blue (Jj'ass 
(if Kentucky was celebrated a- 
moug other prodacts, for ita 
hemp. Later, Hurley tobacco 
became the staple crop, ^ow, 
owing 1^0 local oonbitions, brought 
on by the tobacco trush, decline 
in prices, night riding, etc., to- 
bacco is going out of favor. The 
bine grass pastures of Kentucky 
have always been celebrated for 
tattening cattle in the sumnier- 
time, and each fall sees naillions 
of dollars paid to the farmers of 
that section for export cattle. 
The question arises, how to best 
utilize the vahialilc farm lands 
formerly planted to hemp and 
tobacco.
